New Delhi, the 6th April 1971 

No. 2-6/70-FF//C.— The Food & Agriculture Organisation 
of the United Nations launched Freedom From Hunger Cam- 
paign in 1960 for creating climate of informed World opinion 
on the problems of hunger and malnutrition with a view to 
organising a sustained and lasting attack on it. The Campaign 
which was originally intended to b* operative for 5 years, was 
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eJ|fciidcd lip to December, 1970 to coincide with the First 
Development Decade of the United Nations With the launch- 
ing of the Second Development Decade the FAO extended the 
FFHC for a further period of 10 years up tb December, 1980. 

As an active Member of the F'AO of the United Nations 
the Government of India set up a National Campaign _ Com- 
mittee and a Governing Board to plan pHi;ticipation in the 
World-Wide Freedom From Hunger Campaign vide its Resolu- 
tion No, 6-16/60-CE, dated the 61h September, 1960. The 
National Campaign Committee and its Govfcrning Board were 
rc-eonstitulcd by means of tho Government of India’s Resolu- 
tion No. 2-2-/65-FAME, dated the 14th December, 1965, so 
as to make the Freedom From Hunger Campaigii more closely 
identified with the non-governmental endeavour in the field of 
agricultural production. 

During the last nearly 10 years the Indian Freedom From 
Hunger Campaign has grown into a body promoting and co- 
ordinating agricultural production activities of non-govern- 
mental organisations. This distinctive role of the Indian 
(FFHC) called for the re-organisation of its structure and a 
clear enunciation of its objectives and policies. A majtar 
consequence of the reorganisation thu.s undertaken was its 
registration as a Society under the Societies Registration Act 
of 1860 (Punjab Amendment Act 1967) as extended to the

(iv) when requested, on the question of adding research 
departments to higher Pathshalas and awarding 
research scholarshics and stipends to the students of 
Pathshalas; 

(v) on the methods to be adopted for the preparation and 
publicatiort of improved Sanskrit textbooks; 

(vi) regarding the State Honours and Awards for Pandits 
and to recommend names of eminent Sanskrit scho- 
lars for such Honours and Awards; 

(vii) on matters referred to the Paiishad relating to 
grants-in-aid for the development and propagation of 
Sanskrit; and 

(viii) regarding coordination of the work relating to
